In order to make your convention experience and that of your fellow con- 
goers a pleasant one, we require everyone to observe the following rules. Persons 
violating this Code of Conduct may be asked to leave Anime Festival Orlando 
and have their badge revoked. Please have your Anime Festival Orlando badge 
or wristband openly displayed and visible on your person at all times while at 
the convention. Failure to present a valid badge or wristband when asked by an 
authorized representative of Anime Festival Orlando may result in expulsion 
from the convention. Anime Festival Orlando reserves the right to refuse entrance 
into the events or service to any individual or group at any time. Violation of the 
Convention Rules and Code of Conduct may result in the offender having his/her 
pass to Anime Festival Orlando revoked and potentially prohibited from attending 
future Anime Festival Orlando events. 


Anime Festival Orlando is committed to creating a safe environment 
and positive convention experience. Respect your fellow attendees and report 
incidents of harassment to AFO staff. 


In light of the recent PULSE shootings in Orlando, and in order to ensure 
all of our attendee’s safety, Anime Festival Orlando (AFO) is enacting a temporary 
ban on any and all realistic looking firearms. We want all of our attendees to feel 
safe and secure in our convention environment. Not everyone is familiar with every 
- costume and may not realize you are carrying a replica weapon. If your costume 
requires a realistic looking firearm, we ask that you keep this new TEMPORARY 
ban in mind and adjust your costume appropriately. 


This ban includes: 

- Realistic looking replica weapons 
- Realistic looking toys 

- Airsoft guns 


This ban does NOT include: 

- Unrealistic looking or brightly colored foam dart guns (NERF, Boomco, etc) 

- Unrealistic looking science fiction, steampunk or fantasy firearms (Star Wars, - 
light up laser guns, Super Soakers, and Gunblades) 


- Cosplay must be appropriate. No costume is no costume. 


- Signs are prohibited, unless it can be demonstrated the sign is an essential 
element of the character. As an example, Gemna Saotome in panda form. 


- Disorderly conduct and disruptive behavior is prohibited. 
- Fighting, sparring, or any other similar behavior will not be tolerated. 


- Sales of merchandise or any other item outside of authorized APO venues is 


prohibited. 


- Persons committing crimes including theft, vandalism, fraud, and destruction 
of property will be ejected from AFO and remanded to the custody of the Orange 
County Police. 


- Panhandling, begging, and performing any act in exchange for goods, services, 
or money is prohibited. 


- Do not abuse the convention space and hotel property. Do not move any chairs, 
tables, or hotel property in the convention areas. 


- If you are under 21, it is illegal to consume alcohol in the State of Florida. 


- Do not sleep in public spaces, your car, the pool, or panel rooms. ‘The 
convention area closes at 2am on Friday and Saturday. 


- Be courteous and turn off your cell phone while attending AFO events and 
panels. 


- Events and panels that contain mature content require government issued 
photo identification indicating appropriate age (18+) to enter. No exceptions will 
be made. 


- Personal sound devices such as boomboxes are not allowed within the 
convention area. 
- Please do not play the Wyndham piano. It is cursed. 


- Remember to take a break from the fun now and then to take a shower. Sleep is 
good too. 


- Please be advised that magical girl contracts with Incubators are not legally 
binding in the State of Florida. 


- A Reaper, a Widowmaker, three Genji’s and a Hanzo is not a balanced team. No, 
adding a Bastion doesn't make it any better. 


- Onodera is best girl. AFO will not tolerate dissent on this point. 


- Be excellent to each other and have fun at AFO 2016!

is known for his iconic roles as Grimlock in Gl 
Transformers and Transformers Fall of Cybertron, 
Spirit from G.I. Joe, Sir Jecht from Final Fantasy, 
Eeyore from Kingdom Hearts 2, The Pain from 
Metal Gear Solid 3, and Harley from Resident Evil: 
Raccoon City. 

As an animation voice-over talent, it’s 
been a dog’s life for Gregg Berger and that's just 
the way he likes it. He has been the voice of Odie the dog on 
Garfield since Odie has had a voice. Of course he was also 
the Humanoid/Hound Junkyard on Toxic Crusaders. Berger 
doesn't usually think of himself as a pig, but he sure enjoys 
playing one on TV. 

Gregg Berger's interactive game credits include, 
Transformers: Fall of Cybertron as Grimlock Resident 
Evil: Raccoon City as Harley, Guild Wars 2 as Conrad and 
Duggadoo, Final Fantasy X and X-2 as Sir Jecht, Metal Gear 
Solid 3 as The Pain, Dishonored as Street Speaker, Halo 
Wars as Cutter, Spiderman: Web of Shadows as Kingpin, 
X-Men Origins: Wolverine as Fred Dukes, aka ‘The Blob, 
Brutal Legend as Ratgut, Star Wars: Episode One Racer and 
Star Wars: Phantom Menace as PloKoon, Darth Maul, Wan 
Sandage, and Cy Yunga. He also worked on Kingdom Hearts 
2 as Eeyore, Winnie the Pooh/Eeyore Interactives, Curse of © 
Monkey Island as Cutthroat Bill, Small Soldiers as Archer, 
Spyro as Hunter, Viewtiful Joe as Capt. Blue, Cail of Duty as 
Sgt. Moody, Legend of Kain as Turel, Gabriel Knight as Abbe 
Arnaud, Wacky Racers, and many more.

Aaron Mitchell Dismuke is an 
American voice actor who works 
for English dubbing of anime 
series by Funimation. He started __ 
voice acting when he wasnine 
years old as the voice of Hiro 
Sohma and the young Akito Sohma in Fruits Basket. 
He was only twelve years old when he voiced the 
role of Alphonse Elric in Fullmetal Alchemist, and is 
a cousin of voice actor and director Justin Cook. Aaron is one 
of few child voice actors in the voice acting field. Due to his 
voice maturing, he was replaced by Maxey Whitehead for his 
role of Alphonse Elric in Fullmetal Alchemist: Brotherhood, 
but made a cameo as the voice of the young Van Hohenheim, 
Edward and Alphonse’s father. 


TODD HABERKORN 

In the world of anime, Todd got his first 
major start in Suzuka as Yamato Akitski. From 
there, he went on to voice roles such as Jadeite 
from Sailor Moon, Natsu from Fairy Tail, Italy 
from Hetalia, Ling Yao from Full Metal Alchemist: 
Brotherhood, Cheren from Pokemon, Allen Walker 
from D. Gray Man, Hikaru Hitachin from Ouran 
High School Host Club, Death The Kid from Soul 
Eater, and many others. As far as video games go, 
youd recognize his voice in the Call of Duty Series, Defiance, 
World of Warcraft, Street Fighter IV, Ghostbusters, Silent 
Hill: Book of Memories, Borderlands 2, and Rage to name a 
handful. His voice makes sure to get its marathon training in 
as an award winning narrator for audiobooks. Do a Google 
search and you'll find everything from thrillers and young 
adult to zombie sagas and children’s books. 

On camera, when he isn’t working on films, 
industrials, and television projects for other companies, Todd 
does work with his company Out of the Office Productions. 
This is one aspect of a long history of on camera work in | 
narrative film, commercials, and shorts. When he isn't fighting 
digital monsters in video games or trying to save the day on 
film, Todd travels the U.S. and internationally making appearances at gnarly pop 
culture conventions as a guest to meet super cool fans and sign autographs. 


REUBEN LANGDON 

Reuben Langdon is one of Hollywood and 
Asia’ most sought-after martial art/stuntmen. He 
began his career in Japan as a series regular acting in 
the Japanese superhero TV series B- Fighter Kabuto. 
He later relocated to Hong Kong to work alongside 
the most recognizable names in action, including 
Jackie Chan and Sammo Hung. Eventually he made 
his way to Hollywood and worked regularly as an 
actor and stuntman on the international hit show 
The Power Rangers. 

Complementing his success in the world of film 
and television, he has performed in and produced numerous 
motion capture shoots for various video games, most 
notability the Resident Evil and Devil May Cry franchises. His 
motion capture Stunt Work & Performances have made it to 
the big screen in Steven Spielberg’s and Peter Jacksons, The 
Adventures of Tintin, and as “Jake Sully” in James Cameronss 
Avatar. 
In April and May of 2013 Reuben produced The Citizens 
Hearing on Disclosure, a historical event that brought 
together 40 witnesses from 10 different countries to testify in 
front of 6 former members of U.S. congress on the fact that 
the world is being engaged by Extraterrestrials. To date it is 
the most concentrated body of evidence and testimony ever 
put into one place and one time on the Extraterrestrial subject. 

In recent years Reuben has turned his noted career as | 
an actor and producer of films and video games to producing 
and directing spiritual and conscious raising transformational 
multimedia projects. 


Vic MIGNOGNA 

Vic has been acting for stage and screen since he 
was 8 years old. But his anime career started about 
fifteen years ago as Vega in Streetfighter II. Since 
then Vic has been in more than three hundred 
animated series and video games, known for such 
roles as Edward Elric in Fullmetal Alchemist, 
Tamaki Suou in Ouran High School Host Club, 
Zero in Vampire Knight, Death Scythe in Soul 
Eater, Fai in Tsubasa Chronicle, Keldeo in Pokemon, 
Dark in DN Angel, Kurz in Full Metal Panic, 

Broly in Dragonball Z, Ikkaku in Bleach, Obito/Nagato in Naruto, Yoshimori 
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in Kekkaishi, Yukito in Air, Takanaga 

in Wallflower, Luciano in Code Geass, 
Virgil Walsh in Trinity Blood, Hikaru 

in Macross and many many more. Vic 
also played roles G4’s Wolverine and Iron 
Man series, and the original Mass Effect 
movie. Vic is currently playing characters 
in Free!, Black Butler, Durarara, Sailor Moon, World Of 
Warcraft, Karneval, Attack On Titan, Space Dandy, Tiger & 
Bunny, Digimon Fusion, Sword Art Online, Nura, La Grange 
and several others. Vic has also voiced roles in a large number . 
of video games including Soul Calibur, Disgaea, Dynasty 
Warriors, Persona III, Avengers, Pac Man, Sonic Colours, 
DBZ, Bleach, FMA and more. But even longer than his voice 
acting, Vic has been a professional music composer / singer / 
producer who has written and produced hundreds of pieces 
for TV, radio and CD. He sings the themes for shows like One 
Piece & DBGT, and has produced several CDs of his own 
original music, all available on iTunes. Finally, in addition 
to anime and music, Vic has a degree in film and is deeply 
involved as an actor and director in several web series. He is 
executive producer of the award winning web series “Star Trek Continues’, where 
he is not only directing, but fulfilling a childhood dream of playing the iconic 
role of Captain Kirk. Vic works regularly writing, producing and directing video 
and film productions of all kinds. 


MARK MUSASHI 

Mark Musashi is a 
Los Angeles based stuntman/ ' 
actor who got his start in | 
Japan as a member of the 
Tokyo based AAC Stunts. 
While in Japan he worked 
on several tokusatsu series (Garo, Cutie Honey 
The Live, Shi 5uya) and films (Kamen Rider: 
The First, Yo-yo Girl Cop, Gamera the Brave) 
as well as numerous video game titles. Mark 
moved to Los Angeles in 2008 and took part in the filming of 
the US based Kamen Rider Dragon Knight. Mark continues 
to work in video games and fan film tokusatsu in addition to 
mainstream film and television.

Stephanie Ru-Phan Sheh, who 
also goes by the alias Jennifer 
Sekiguchi, is an American voice 
actress, ADR writer, director, 
singer and producer. She has 
worked for several major 
companies, including Cartoon Network and Sony. 
She is often involved with doing voice over work in 
anime, original animation, video games, dubbing, 
commercials, and TV shows. Her notable voice roles include 
Orihime Inoue inBleach, Hinata Hyuga in Naruto, Eureka 
in Eureka Seven, and Mikuru Asahina in The Melancholy 

of Haruhi Suzumiya. In 2014, she became the voice of Usagi 
Tsukino, the title character in the Viz Media English dub of 
Sailor Moon Crystal. 


MICHAEL SINTERNIKLAAS 

Michael Sinterniklaas started in ADR as a director/ 
voice actor for many Carolina-based English dubs 
for AnimEigo back in ‘The ’90s, such as Bubblegum 
Crisis. He later moved to New York, and began 
collaborating with 4Kids Entertainment, but 
actually, he’s one of the more talented actor/director 
they had, simply because he managed to land some 
really good roles elsewhere, including both Nnoitra 
Jiruga and Luppi from Bleach, and some occasional 
roles for FUNimation. Western cartoon fans know © 
him best as the voice of Dean Venture of The Venture Bros. 
and Leonardo from Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles (2003). 
Besides voice acting he also founded the recording studio 
NYAV Post, which bases its model on bi-coastal collaboration- 
shows he directs tend to feature actors from both sides of the > 
States. Dubs for Media Blasters anime series and some Western 
Animation like The Venture Bros. and Care Bears: Weicome 
to Care-a-Lot are recorded there, for which he is often the 
voice director. Kappa Mikey was also recorded there, as 

well as basically any other of Animation Collective's shows, 
considering they're just several blocks from each other. He is 
one of the few voice actors who is quite well-known of a lot 
of cross region work with a total of three major voice acting 
locations (the said founded NYAV Post in New York City, Fieiamtions in 1 Dallas, 


Texas, and many Los Angeles based studios like Bang Zoom! 
Entertainment and Studiopolis). Pretty much, the only things 
missing in the list are Seraphim Digital Studios (Houston, 
Texas) and The Ocean Group (Vancouver, Canada), but it 
wouldn't be a surprise if his name started popping up there. 


JOHN SWASEY 

According to Anime News Network, John Swasey is 
the most prolific male voice actor in North America 
with more roles and titles under his belt than any 
other male VA. John started down the road of anime 
in 1997, when he landed his first role in Golden Boy 
from ADV Films. Since then, John has gone on to 
voice hundreds shows and characters with ADV 
Films, Funimation, and Illumitoons. Being more of 
the character actor type has given John the freedom 
to voice bazillions of characters such as Gendo in Evangelion, 
the Captain in Halo (VG), Lord Death in Soul Eater, Kogoro 
in Sgt. Frog, Huang in Darker than Black, Vulcan in Orphen, 
Ken in Kaleido Star, Captain Ahab in Hakugei The Legend 

of Moby Dick, Rikudoh in RahXephon, Karl Haushofer in 
Fullmetal Alchemist, Sir Crocodile in One Piece, Mister in 
Coyote Ragtime Show, as well as roles in the live action films 
2009 Lost Memories, Conduct Zero, Yesterday, Jungle Juice, 
and the Gamera trilogy. In 2004, John jumped to the other 
side of the “mic” to direct. Some of the shows he has directed 
include Welcome to the N.H.K., AirGear, Wandaba Style, 

St. Seiya, Shadow Skill, E’s Otherwise, Michel, Jinki Extend 
and Shinobi (live action co-directed with longtime pal, Kyle 
Jones). John loves working in the world of anime as a director 
and voice actor! Recently, John voiced the evil villain, General 
Disdain in the animated feature, Last Flight of the Champion. 
In addition to anime, John has voiced thousands of radio and 
tv commercials — even a few films. But the coolest acting job 
was being the Beer Delivery Guy in Dazed and Confused.

Richie Branson (born Marcus Brown II) is a music composer, producer, and 
independent game designer who has gained notoriety for his powerful and 
catchy anime and video game inspired raps. The emcee known as the “Otaku 
King” broke out in 2012 after penning multiple songs for Adult Swim and 
touring with me chris. After gaining a loyal following as a hip-hop performer, 

he achieved billboard-charting success with the release of his “From Guardia 
With Love” album. Many of the anime and video games that Richie Branson 

has rapped about throughout his “Otaku Tuesdays” trilogy and beyond include 
Cowboy Bebop, Gundam Wing, Chrono Trigger, Sword Art Online, Attack on 
Titan, Hunter x Hunter, Fist of the North Star, and Kill la Kill. After his nostalgia- 
filled raps went viral on various major gaming blogs (including Kotaku, IGN, 
Destructoid, and more), Branson began an intense study curriculum in computer 
programming. Armed with experience coding in C# and Javascript, he began 
developing his own games in late 2014.
